'Only' Child Not Spoiled, 


College Survey Shows 


CHICAGO.-(/!•)—The 'only" child of 


a family is no more pampered or spoil- 
ed than children of large families, says 
Dr. William Paul Carter of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 


Dr. Carter bases his conclusions on 


statistics obtained from more than 
4,0(10 "only child" students in 50 col- 
leges and unvcrsilies in 29 states. 


He says his findings disprove the 


theory that the only child gels more 
indulgence, attention, love and protec- 
tion than youngsters having brothers 
or sisters . 


"The majority of only children were 


found to be rlealed much the same as 
the oldest, youngest and middle chil- 
dren by their parents," Dr. Catrcr 
observed. They were found to partic- 
pale as fully and normally in group 
life after the pre-rchool period and 
to be as well adjusU'd in their social 
relations as any oilier children."

Action Follows Passage of 


New Federal Housing- 


Legislation 


WASHINGTON.- ,/P) —The Federal 


Housing Administration, reduced the 
cost of government-insured financing 
for small homes Friday night under 
terms of the new housing legislation 
signed by President Roosevelt Thurs- 
day night. 


Stewart McDonald, housing admin- 


istrator, appealed 
for the "whole- 


hearted co-operation" of lenders and 
the building industry. 


"This program is designed to assist 


families of moderate means to obtain 
decent and adequate housing on the 
most favorable terms in the hstory of 
the country," he said. "I am confi- 
dent that it will safeguard the intercsl 
of both the borrower and the lender. 
II should prove a stimulus to the con- 
struction industry, too much should 
not be expected of it at once. 


"The machinery is here for the gov- 


ernment to do its part. The success of 
the program in the long run depends 
upon the whole-hearted, voluntary co- 
operation of private capital and private 
industry, by which I mean the lending 
iiistitutions. the material and equip- 
ment manufacturers and distributors, 
the builders and developers, and la- 
bor." 


The administration sent about 7,000 


letters to lending institutions, notify- 
ing them that new FHA regulations 
would be issued soon. 


Officials were reluctant to predict 


how mud] money the program might 
release for building, but a spokesman 
said the agency had received applica- 
tions for mortgage insurance on more 
than 550.000.000 of large-scale proj- 
ect!; alone.

WASHINGTON.— (ffi) —The United 


States asked Japan Saturday whether 
she is building or intends to build 
battleships larger than 35,000 tons. 


If so, the note to the Tokyo gov- 


ernment said, the United States will 
build larger ships herself, but is will- 
ing to discuss limitations of their size. 


Secretary Hull, announcing this ac- 


tion, said it was taken after consulta- 
tion with Britain and France, sigria- 
otries of the London naval treaty o£ 
1936, who were taking similar steps.

A worried Europe was tensely watch- 


ing and waiting Saturday for the next 
move of Adolf Hitler and the Ger- 
many he controlled with power su- 
preme after subduing a cabinet crisis 
and army disaffection for Nazi doc- 
trine. 


In a series of sweeping commands 


Friday night Hitler assumed direct 
command of all German armed forces. 


In the Spanish war, conflict spread 


along the southern front. 


In China,. Japanese- forces pushed 


deeper into the farmlands of-the Chl^ 
nese central front while far to- the 
south Japanese naval and air opera- 
tions were carried out against Canton 
and Kwantung province to keep the 
Chinese from reinforcing their front 
along the Lunghai railway.

World War

WASHINGTON—Students of foreign 


affairs whose memories go back to pre- 
war days find similarity in conditions 
then and conditions now with regard 
to naval and armament building. 


Germany then was making the most 


aggressive gestures of any European 
nation. Now an aggressive disposition 
is found in at least three nations- 
Germany, Italy and Japan. 


In the three or four years before the 


World war in 1914, there was the save 
uncertainty and suspicion as to who 
was building, and what, as now. Eng- 
land would hear that Germany was 
building something new and fancy in. 
battleships. Instantly there would be 
a public demand that England build 
bigger and faster ships to preserve her 
policy of maintaining a navy equal to 
the combined [lowers of any two na- 
tions except the United States. 


Then the war broke out, and ulti- 


mately it was discovered that much of 
the big talk of what was going to be 
built was simply talk and nothin else. 
But then it was too late. 


Again Big Talk 


3y 1917 the United States had become 


convinced that a German victory might 
mean, among other things, military in- 
vasion of South America. 


Now Italy comes along io take a bite 


out of Africa and threaten lo break the 
British 
life-line of empire through 


the Mediterranean. There is big talk of 
the secret armament of Germany and. 
of the strength of Soviet RU.SSKI. 


At this point the United States again 


comes in. S'o noisy has been ihe Amer- 
ican entry into the rearmament pic- 
ture that some foreign nations miyht: 
have been justified in suspecting the 
country was leading the naval race in- 
stead of merely following it. 


And again the same reason develops 


for building up our defenses. Admiral 
Leahy, chief of naval operations, testi- 
fies before the house naval affairs com- 
mittee: 


"At our doors nothing stand? in the 


way of the possible exploitation or 
seizure of the republics <.f Ccntr.i! ,md 
South America except the Mon.-oe 
Doctrine, backed by such naval forces 
as the United States may have and the

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Washington Faces Another Dilemma 


-WASHINGTON struggles- desperately to pull itself off the 
i » T sharp horns of a dilemma, and while policy waits and pon- 
ders, no one can be sure in which direction the next move will 
be nvade. It will be better for .everybody when the picture 
clears. 


Here are the two horns: Oil companies have just been 


convicted at Madison, Wis., of violating the anti-trust laws by 
conspiring to fix the price of gasoline — thafc-is, by getting to- 
gether and mutually working out production and distribu- 
tion problems, with a resultant agreement on the price. This 
violates the anti-trust laws against "combinations in restraint 
of trade." Very well. 


But we have on the law books of the-country the Guff ey 


Act. which makes it necessarv for the. coal industry to. do al- 
most exactly that same thing by law. In fact, not so long ago, 
under the NRA, we had a national law under whose codes 
many industries set about standardizing production, competi- 
tive practices, and to a large extent prices. 


Which road? Midnight oil- burns in Washington in 'the 


effort to decide. On one side there is the feeling that restora- 
tion of true competition will bring prices down (and wages, no 
doubt, with them), and thus bring about greater production 
and; more jobs. 


On the other, there is the feeling that big business units 


ought to be allowed to get together and set universal wage 
standards, trade practices, and. to a large extent, prices, al- 
ways with the government sitting in to protect the wage- 
earner and consumer. That tends to eliminate competition, 
and raise both prices and wages. Wage-hour legislation fol- 
lows this school of thought. 


Labor, at least as exemplified by John L. Lewis, seems to 


have espoused the latter course. But other segments of labor 
distrust it, feeling that it places labor's future in the hands of 
government boards and conferences, rather than in its own 
strong hands.

Oi AN outsider looking in, there would seem to be funda- 


mental opposition between the two plans. Confusion must 


follow a policy that decrees with its right hand that industry 
must compete with industry, and labor with labor, and with 
the left hand decrees that industry must join hands with in- 
rtjjstry in meting, out the production and distribution field, and 
ia portioning out labor's- share. 
~ Probably even this statement of the choice is too simple. 
Probably here as elsewhere nothing will work but eternal 
compromise. Perhaps: certain -large industries such as coal, 
and sneer, and utilities, must be permitted to combine under 
government auspices and supervision, while others, less high- 
ly^- integrated and widely organized, must face the rigors of 
coirmetition. 


But until there is something aoproaching a choice of pol- 


icies, or at least a clear statement of adherence to both in 
marked-off spheres, there is likely to be more marking time 
than we can well afford.

i>afe Milk Depends on Diet of Cows, Pasteurization 


and Careful Handling

So important is milk in the human 


economy that the Health Section of the 
League of Nations has recently rnailfe 
available a study of milk by a com- 
mittee including representativc-.s from 
Denmark, Holland, France and Eng- 
land. 


It may surprise many 
Americans 


to realize that the rnilk supply in most 
foreign countries does not even ap- 
proximate in its general safety the 
average milk supply of the United 
States. 


The committee points out that there 


is no reason why people in Europe 
should not be supplied with safe milk, 
hut not until it is realized that the 
same care must be exercised over the 
milk supply as is exercised over the 
water supply will it be safe to recom- 
mend unlimited consumption of milk. 


In many countries it has been custo- 


mary to gloss over the unsatisfactory 
condition of the milk supply with the 
assurance that the benefits to health 
resulting /rorn increa.sed consumption 
will outweigh the dangers of drinking 
milk that is not hygenic.

maker. It brought more than $38,000 
to the valley in three months last 
season. W. Tapley Bennett, manager of 
the settlement, expects $75,000 this 
year, $35,000 of it clear profit. 


A corporation poultry plant is mak- 


ing $5,000 a year over expenses. It 
represents an outlay of not more than 
$15,000. 


Dairying is second in the list of 


profit producers. Truck and vegetable 
growing come third. Cotton the main- 
stay of many hardpressed Dixie farm- 
ers, is a poor fourth.

TN YOUR snapshots of people, do 
•"• you over rim into "background" 
trouble? That is, do tho back- 
grounds in your pictures tend to at- 
tract more attention, than the per- 
sons in them? 


This is the case in a great many 


amateur snapshots, and the reason 
is simple. Many snapshootcrs con- 
centrate all (hair attention on (lie 
person or persons they are pictur- 
ing, and forget that there is a back- 
ground. Hut tho camera doesn't for- 
get—it obediently takes in every- 
thing at which it is pointed. 


The background is just ns impor- 


tant as the person in a picture, ami 
should receive just ns much atten- 
tion. Particularly does one need to 
take care that tho background is not 
obtrusive, and does not "steal the 
show" from tlio person pictured. 


In the summer time, the "worst of- 


fender" in backgrounds is spotty 
foliage, such as trees or foliage with 
Jigllt shining between the leaves. 
Backgrounds of this sort tend to 
Show up as s t r o n g black with 
splotches ot strong white, and prove 


distracting. 


In the winter time, when many 


pictures are made indoors, wallpa- 
per with a pronounced pattern spoils 
many pictures tliat otherwise would 
be excellent. Too, ia winter work 
outdoors, many amateurs overlook 
trees behind the subject, and obtain 
pictures which appear to show bare 
tree branches growing out of a per- 
son's head. 


Tho best backgrounds are neutral. 


They may range from almost white 
for a brightly-lighted cheery effect, 
to almost black for an effect of dig- 
nity or richness; but they should al- 
most never have a vigorous pattern 
or too definite a character of their 
own. 


Outdoors, one of the best simple 


Iitu-kBrounils is the sky. To oblaiu a 
sky background, it is necessary to 
use the camera fairly low and point 
it sliylitly upward. Do not tilt the 
camera too sharply, unless you want 
your subjects to appear to be lean- 
ing back. A color filter, used over 
the lens, helps to give richness and. 
depth o£ tone to the sky.
